ors insurance. 
In order for his survivors to 
qualify, the veteran must have 
(I) been discharged under condi­ 
tions other than dishonorable, (2) 
served on or after September lf). 
1940, and before the end of the 
war, (3) active service of 90 days 
or more, or if the service is less 
than 90 days, been discharged as ' 
a result of a disability or injury 
incurred or aggravated in service 
in line of dutv.

Pasadena, Calif.—To find 
out 
just 
how

stones to grind the round cavities 
called 
potholes 
in 
solid 
rock, 
Walter B. Kamb, fifteen-year-old 
high school senior 
at 
Pasadena 
Junior College here, has built an 
ingenious piece of 
apparatus in 
which all possible conditions 
of 
angle and force of water currents 
can be reproduced in miniature. 
The device consists of a glass 
cylinder, with a movable piston 
for its bottom, so that a pothole of 
any 
depth 
can 
be 
simulated. 
Water is jetted in at any 
desired 
angle through an adjustable noz­ 
zle. and glass beads rolling on the 
bottom represent the stones that 
do the cutting. Some very curious 
effects are obtained by changing 
angle of flow and depth of cavity, 
even to a complete reversal of the 
direction of rotation at the bottom. 
Potholes are now being formed 
at the bases of many waterfalls. 
“Fossil” potholes are abundant in

The W ashington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington—The one Georgian who in­ 
creased his stature in the current undemo­ 
cratic political tug of war now raging over 
the state capitol in Atlanta is ex-Gover- 
nor Ellis Arnall. 
Only a handful of people know it, but 
Arnall was almost lynched the night Her­ 
man 
Talmadge 
staged 
his power "Putsch.” A r­ 
nall knew his life was in 
danger, yet he refused to 
call for help. 
For four 
hours he remained quiet­ 
ly in a tiny corner office 
of the capitol, 
rejecting 
pleas that he call out the 
troops to 
protect 
him- 
* self. 
Arnall 
had 
only 
seven people with him in 
his office to ward off an 
angry mob of 
howling 
Tnlmadgites calling for his head. 
Once 
they burst in the door, got their hands on 
his clothes, sought to jerk him out of the 
room. 
Calmly, Arnall persuaded them to 
go back. 
Finally Assistant Attorney Gen­ 
erally Dan Duke and state guard com­ 
mander Collins urged Arnall to send for 
the troops. 
"No,” replied Arnall. 
"This thing can­ 
not be decided by force. 
The people are 
the only one who can decide it. It may 
take some time before the people learn 
the truth about what’s happening here to­ 
night, but learn it they will. 
If we use 
troops theie’ll be bloodshed and that will 
play into ‘the pretender's' hand. 
It will 
bring shame on the people of Georgia.” 
Those who were with Arnall consider it 
a miracle that ho wasn’t subjected to phy­ 
sical violence. 
His own secretary wound 
up in the hospital after fighting off the 
Talmadge hoodlums. 
Next day. At*naU’s 
friends tried to assign bodyguards to pro­ 
tect hon, but he rejected the offer. 
" I’ll walk with the plain people on the 
streets of Atlanta,” he said. 
"I’ve nothing 
to fear from them. 
I’m one of them. The 
plain people always help each other.”

One of 
the great hazards of a free and competi­ 
tive American press today is the difficulty 
of getting newsprint.

by Hie Phipps family of Colorado and by 
the Chase National Bank.

in turn is closely allied with# the 
Rockefellers. 
Shortly after the last war, the justice 
department indicted the newsprint cartel 
and secured a consent decree that

H ights w ere explained in concise 
m an n er to the G ladstone Rotary

V eterans’ 
A dm inistration. 
Larson first told of th e differ­ 
ence in operation of the Veterans* 
A dm inistration, a federal agency, 
and the Office of V eterans’ Af­ 
fairs, which is a state agency. 
T he so-called “52-20 club” is 
m uch 
maligned, 
particularly in 
the U pper Peninsula, the speaker 
stated. While some veterans have 
d raw n the tw enty dollars weekly 
for the full 52 weeks, 
the 
in ­ 
stances have been th e exception 
and not the rule, he said. 
He explained the opportunities 
for education u n d er the bill and 
also for borrow ing of motley for 
business or other purposes. Money 
m ay be obtained in emergencies 
through m eans other th an b o r­ 
rowing, he said. 
Im p o rtan t at the present tim e is 
for veterans who have 
dropped 
their service insurance to have it 
reinstated, Larson said. The d ead ­ 
line after which this will be im ­ 
possible without physical 
e x a m ­ 
ination falls in F eb ru ary he point­ 
ed out, and the governm ent plan 
allows the veteran to obtain 
in ­ 
surance at an extrem ely low fig­ 
ure. M any veterans today are u n ­ 
able to pass a physical exam and 
do not realize it and this m ay be 
th e ir last opportunity to obtain 
protection. 
Rehabilitation of the veteran is 
th e m ain object of the 
veterans 
adm inistration and every effort is 
being m ade to carry out the w ork 
in proper m anner. 
T h e headquarters office is being 
established in Escanaba and there 
are branch offices in various p rin ­ 
cipal cities of tile U pper 
P en in ­ 
sula. When fully established the 
Escanaba office will have a p e r­ 
sonnel of 40 including a full-tim e 
doctor of medicine,

Urges Frequent 


Infant Checkup 


An analysis of the causes of 
deaths among infants In 
School­ 
craft county during 
1946 
shows 
that prem aturity and congenital 
malformations were the principal 
causes. These are conditions that j 
are hard to prevent and usually 
occur in spite of the best medical I 
attention 
available. 
Almost 
IOO j 
per cent of expectant m others re- j 
port regularly to their physician j 
for physical checkup prior to the 
birth of the child. 
The 
regular 
reporting to the j 
doctor after the baby is born is j 
however often neglected and post­ 
poned 
until such time as illness 
forces the parents to seek medi­ 
cal care. 
This regular reporting 
should include the checkup of the 
infant as well as the mother. 
The first year of a child's life 
is the hazardous one. Those chil­ 
dren born in die fall or early win­ 
ter are particularly handicapped, 
in their fight for survival, due to 
the weather conditions encounter­ 
ed in the Upper Peninsula. Rapid 
changes in temperature tends to 
cause overheating of homes on 
the one extrem e to the lack of 
warmth on the other.

Prop­ 
er dressing of the infant should be 
followed so that the danger 
of 
overheating or chilling might be 
avoided. Too many clothes may be 
as harm ful as too few.

$739,326; Illinois, $678,575; Wash­ 
ington, $667,162; Colorado, $603,-
